Urixl the preMttt Je*r (1866) with u surplus re- 
malnlng over from'the prftduc.Iou of 1865, va- 
riously estimated Irotu two to four hundred 
thourmnd barrels of reflued oil', the portion of 
crude being estimated as reflued on the bul* of 
three barrels of crude to two barrels of reflued. 
It will be safe to estimate the surplus stored here 
aud abroad, «t two buudred and nfty thousand 
barrets refined oil. 


• The exports, consisting of fully three-.fourths 
refined and scarcely one-fourth crude oil, furth- 
ermore crude not being used -for auy other pur- 
pose than that of renniug It into Illuminating 
oil, it follows that the re Hoed U eirectuaJly the 
only article of Interest to the commerce ot the 
world. I shall therefore coutluue my estimates 
on the basis of reflued oil, in turning all crude 
into refined, allowing one-third for work in the 
reflu log process. 


The production of crude petroleum, as will be
